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Preparation for this task is handed over largely to the I 
teachers, and for that reason they are our most responsible j 
and most important public servants. They are laying the 
foundation for useful citizenship. 

As public servants with such responsibility, we make 
heavy demands upon them. Their personal lives must be 
beyond the shadow of reproach. It is doubtful if any other 
occupation, except possibly that of a clergyman, is subject¬ 
ed to such perpetual scrutiny. They dare not rest as is the 
casa in many other occupations, upon the method of five, 
ten or twenty years ago. They must be forever studying, 
forever receptive to new theories and new needs, forever 
on the alert to late trends and developments. For that reas¬ 
on they attend summer schools and seek- refresher courses 
at their own expense. Every day of thfiic. lives they are 
adapting their teachings to different personalities moulding 
training, correcting mental and moral twists, in short de¬ 
veloping the highest standard of citizenship of which they 
are capable. In all too many instances they have to combat 
unfortunate home influences. Upon our teachers we place 
huge responsibility and trust. 

As a reward, we pay them very modest salaries, salaries 
which at no time have reflected the prosperity of the coun¬ 
try, but which instantly suffer under depressed conditions. 
And we offer them no old age security. Alberta is one of 
the few provinces which lags behind in this respect. It is 
frequently argued that a pension scheme would give a big

There are men in close touch with the farm population I 
in this and other parts of Alberta who feel that a better, 
alliance might be formed with the unemployed bureaus of 
the cities, which should* work to the advantage of all par¬ 
ties. ^ 

It is understood that the unemployed man in the city is 
allowed $15 monthly relief pay, and it is difficult to pro¬ 
vide for any adequate return in the way of labor. On the 
other hand, in the municipal district of Dinton, for instance 
there are probably from 150 to 200 farm homes, which 
"ould furnish winter employment and maintenance for a 
farm hand, but are unable to pay cash wages to any ex¬ 
tent. Help is needed in the country, but because there is 
little cash, the farmers contrive to do their own work in a 
sort of way. The work may get behind and the extra 
chores which normally should be done during winter 
months are left undone. Hut the situation cannot be helped, 
because there is no possibility of paying a laborer’s wage. 

On the one hand is the city relief bureau naying vast 
sums for maintenance and getting little return. And on the 
other hand is the farm area needing help but unable tbwy 
except in board. / 

It is suggested that the cities and municipalities could 
/ery well combine with a saving to both, and with the addi¬ 
tional virtue of providing workv for men who are falling 
jnder the spell of inertia. Even if the city staked • these 
men to $5 or more a irtonth as wages, it would still be mon¬ 
ey ahead through relief from cost of maintenance. The 
farms also would benefit with more winter work completed. 
And there would be cases where the farmer could pay a 
small wage. 

This of course, is no new thought. It has been attempted 
in past years by thff~pr©\jncial government. But it is a 
question if it has been followed through systematically, or 
if cities and municipalities have ever taken it up with a de¬ 
termination to place these men. occupy their time, and sup¬ 
ervise the project. 

Without wise supervision there would be injustices and 
nardship on both sides. Some farmers would exploit and 
impose upon the help which could not assert Itself because 
of circumstances. Some workmen would not be worth their 
keep. But with a little human understanding and a deter¬ 
mination to make the best possible use of this surplus 
power, it does seem that municipalities and cities could co¬ 
operate to the advantage of both, with no new agencies 
established. 

rhere is, of course, the problem of outfitting men with 
clothing suitable to outdoor farm work. But even this could 
be met without great difficulty. And the net result would 
be a saving of manpower as well as a saving in money.

An editorial in The Gateway, the of¬ 
ficial publication of the University of 
Alberta, deals with the reputed attack 
of Edmonton clergy on University pro 
fessors, and lays the blame for the 
whole unnecessary flurry, none too 
gently, on the shoulders of the Edmon¬ 
ton Journal. 


After a three day caucus in Edmon¬ 
ton, the U.F.A. members of the pro¬ 
vincial government adjourned last 
Saturday evening. The most import¬ 
ant news available to the press from 
the session, was that a general elec¬ 
tion would not be held until next June. 
It is unlikely also that the bye-election 
in Edmonton, resulting from the death 
of C. L. Gibbs, will be held before the 
general election. 

Accvding to press dispatches, it is 
supposed that if there is any improve¬ 
ment in conditions between now and 
June, it will react in favor of the gpv- 
ernment, and it is also suggested as a 
possibility that the Aberhart plan of 
Social Credit may dwindle in interest 
in the intervening months, thus prov¬ 
ing less of a complication to the soli¬ 
darity of U.F.A. forces. 

Motor Licenses 

Motor licenses also were discussed 
by the caucus, it is reported, but it is 
unlikely that there will be any change 
in the license year or in rates. How¬ 
ever, the government is not likely to 
again expose itself to the criticism it 
received this year, when it was claim¬ 
ed that adequate notice was not given 
car owners of requirements for the 
periods the licenses could be taken out 
at reduced rates. 

High Gas Prices 

High gasoline and fuel oil prices, 
along with the high cost of repairing 
farm equipment, also came in for dis¬ 
cussion and action by the government 
along this line was advocated. 

When gasoline prices were discussed 
it was brought out that the price at 
the well in the southern Alberta field 
was six to eight cents per gallon in 
excess of the price in Ontar>o. 

In all likelihood, there will be a 
public inquiry when all the evidence 
concerning high fuel prices, especially 
as these affect agricultural producers, 
would be brought out. 

Egg and Butter Inquiry 

Members also are said to have 
drawn special attention to the low 
prices received by farmers for butter 
and eggs, compared with the retail 
prices of these products in the cities, 
while it was admitted that the new 
federal marketing act may give some 
relief along this line, it was suggest¬ 
ed that the facts would be brought 
out at a public inquiry. 

The feeling in regard to the new 
trade and industry act was that the 
government should not be hasty in 
dealing with this legislation. 

Debt Adjustment 

Debt adjustment alio was discussed 
fully by the caucus, the main object 
was to co-ordinate the work of the 
provincial and federal administrations 
as each government has the adminis¬ 
tering of debt compromise legislation 
for farmers.

Swift of foot, quick to jump fa*- 
and a voracious feeder, the grasshop¬ 
per has been designated farm enemy 
number one. From batches of eggs, 
deposited late last summer under the 
bare spots in sod land, grassy road¬ 
sides, pastures and Stubblefields, he 
emerged in his millions, a dark brown 
strong winged moss capable of eating 
120 times his own weight in grain. 
As many as 140,000 eggs in one square 
foot of soil were found in certain 
places on the prairies. 

The summer of 1934 may be writ¬ 
ten down in the books of the chron¬ 
iclers as the year of the insect men¬ 
ace, but 1935 may have better things 
in store for the farmers. Those who 
have watched the progress of the 
poison bait campaign against the 
grasshoppers in the three provinces 
are well pleased with the result, and 
it is freely predicted that by next 
summer the plague will be definitely 
on the wane.
